ole State, became inſenſibly the Patrimony of 
few private Perſons. If any Parcel were ſold to de- 
fray the Charges of a War, the Senators, Who were 
the only rich Men in thoſe times, being the Direc- 
tors of the Sale, cauſed it to be adjadged/to them- 
Rlves-art a very inconſiderable Price; ſo that the 
public Treaſury hardly received any Advantage 
from it. By means of the ſame Authority they 
took either under borrowed Names, or elſe in theit 
own, the Lands that ought to have been let out 
to Farm to poor Plebrians, to 2

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rain cheir Children. Oſtentimes by ill deſigned 
Loans and accumulated Uſuries, they got the lit- 
le Inhetritances which the People had receiy 
from their Anceſtors yielded to them, Laſtly;

Whatever ſhew of Equity there was in Cafſizs's 
e Was impoſſi le to bring it into a Law 
without ruining at once the Senate and chief No- 
bility, and raifing an infinite Number of Law-Suits 
about Truſts among all the Families in Nome, and 
accordingly.moſt of the Senators ſtood up agai 
bim wich great Animoſity. Without any refpect 
to his Dignity, they publickly reproached him with 
bis Pride, his Ambition, and the Deſire he had of 
ſtirring up new Troubles in the Commonwealth.

Propoſed in their favour. - 
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Virginius, Caſſius's Colleague in the Conſulate, 
did not attack it directly: He pretended on the 
contrary to be ſenſible of the Juſtice of it in gene- 
ral; but to elude the Publication of it, he highly 
blamed. the uſe that Cars intended to put it to, 
pretending that by this treacherous diviſion of the 
Lands of the Hernici, he had ſer the Conquerors 
and the Vanquiſhed upon a ſhameful Equality. At 
the ſame time he let fall ſome Suſpicions againſt his 
Colleague, as if by that extraordinary Diſtribution 
propoſed in favour of their old Enemies, he had 
ſought to make them his Creatures to the Prejudice 
of the State: What Reaſon is there, cried he, 
« for reſtoring to the Hernici the third part of a 
Territory ſo lawfully conquered? What can be 
« his End, in giving the Latins the better part of 
« what remains, unleſs, it be to plane himſelf a 
% way to the Tyranny ? Rome has cauſe to fear 
that thoſe Nations, ſtill jealous of her Greatneſs 
« notwithſtanding their new Alliance, may one 
« Day come to ſet Caſas at their Head like a ſe- 
« cond Corzotanus, and under his Conduct attempt 
« to render themſelves Maſters of the Goverment. 
This Compariſon wit” Cor:0/anns, which recal- 
led to the People's Minds the thought of a Patri- 
cian whoſe Memory was ſo odious to them, cco'ed 
their firſt heat for the reception-of this Law, Tae 
Tribunes themſelves gave Intimations that the Au- 
thor was ſuſpicious to them too. Caf/us perceiving 
his Party grew weaker than ever, ſent underhand

Under theſe Appearanecs of an equitable and mo- 
derate Conduct, the Tribune concealed his 2 * 
of puſhing the Buſineſs of the Partition more brisk y 
than ever, as ſoon as be had got it out of C , 
Hands. By this means he made that the Aſſembly 
broke up without 2 to any Determination as 
to the General Diviſion of all the Conquered Lands. 
Caſſius, aſhamed of the ill Succeſs of his ambitious. 
Aims, hid himſelf in his Houle, whence (pretend-. 
ing Sickneſs) he never ſtirrſde. 
Mean while the Senate, who faw through Rabu- 
leius's private Deſigns, found plainly that the bu- 
ſineſs of the Partition of the Lands was only delay- 
ed.

times any Attempt that the Tribunes might make 
to promote it. Several Opinions were offered ; The 
vice of Appius, that intrepid Defender of the 
Laws, was, that in order to appeaſe the People's 
juſt Complaints, the Senate ſhou'd name ten Com- 
miſſioners to take an exact Information of all ſuch - 

Lands as belopged originally to the Public. That 
they ſhou d ſell one part of thele for the uſe of the 
Treaſury, diſtribute another part among the poorer 
Citizens, who had no Inheritance in Land, reſtore 
the Commons, and place ſufficient Land- parks 
| A W 
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where- ever they were neceſ: ary , the want of which 


had cauſed the Abufes that were then Tomplained 
of, that as to the remainder of thoſe Lands, they 
ſnou'd never let them out for above five Years at 
a time, and that always at the full Rent, and that 
the Produce ſhou'd be employed in providing Corn 
and Pay for the Plebeians that went to War. That 
this Regulation wow'd hinder them from thinking 
any more of the Partition of the Lands; and that 
they wou'd undoubtedly prefer Corn, Money, and 
a certain Subſiſtence during the whole Campaign, 
to a Slip of Land which they muſt cultivate with 
the Sweat of their Brows; and that he knew no 
ſurer way of reforming the ancient Abuſes, than to 
reſtore things to the Spirit of their Primitive Inſti 
n „ e r 
A. Sempronius Atratinuc, a Man much reſpett- 
ed by the Senate, highly approved of Apprius's Ad- 
vice: he only added to it, that they ought to give 
the Allies and thoſe Nations who had been lately 


made Citizens of Rome, to underſtand, that it was 


not reaſonable they ſhou'd have a ſhare of the Lands 
which the Romans had conquered before, their Al- 
liance ; that each Nation, tho' Allies, might dif- 
poſe as they thought fit of their own Territory and 
Conqueſts ; but that as for ſuch Lands as how'd 
be won by their joint Forces, . the Republic, in the 
Diviſion of them, wou'd have regard to the Aſſiſt- 
_ ance ſhe received from her Allies. 
The Advice of theſe two Senators formed the 
Senatus-conſultum. But as the Eſtates of the prin- 


cipal Men in Rome lay wholly in thoſe conquered 


Lands, moſt of the Senators, who wou'd have been 
rained by ſach a Regulation, got it added to the 
Senatus-confaltum, in order to ſtave off the execu- 
tion of it, that whereas the Conſulate of Caſſius 
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1nd Virginius was upon the point of expiring; no- 
thing ſhou d be done in it till Q Habu and Ser. 
Cornelius, the. Conſuls elect, entered upon their 
Office, and that they ſhou'd be impowered to name 
the Decemvirs, who were to regulate the Affair of 
the Partition of the Lands, Nay, and the chief Or 
the Senate reſolved N themſelves to Impeach 
Caſins, and to proſecute him ſeverely,” in order co 
intimidate all ſuch as might be tempted for the fa- 
ture to ſtir in this Affair. 

Some Authors tell us, that as ſoon as Ter of + 
the two new Conſuls had taken Poſſeſſion nn 
of their Dignity,” Caſius's own Father was the Man. 
that accuſed him to the Senate of having endeavon- 
red to make himſelf the Tyrant of his Country; 
and that this ſevere Roman, like another Brutus, 
having laid the Proofs of his Crime before à full

was Ce Fabius, Brother to the viel! "ons 
Conſul, and Valerius, the Grandſon of Poplicola, 
both. Quzſtors, that made themſelves Parties in 
this Affair, and who having convened the Aſſem- 
bly of the People according to the Power apper- 
mining to their Office, accuſed Caſpus of having 
introduced Foreign Troops into the City, with de- 
ſign to opprels the Liberty of his Country- men. | 

Caſſius appeared in the Aſſembly dreſs'd in Mourn- 
ing, in a Habit conformable to his preſent Circam- 
ſtances. He repreſented to the People, to make 
his Defence their Intereſt, that it was Them the

His 
friends and Relations joined with him in it, and 
reminded the People, that it wou'd be a Shame to 
themſelves in future Ages, that the Man who had 
nyented their Laws, and compoſed the Roman Ju- 
iſprudence; had been buried in a Dungeon with 
Villains and Robbers. Claudius beſought every Man 
particularly. not to fix ſuch an Ignominy upon the 
Family of the Claudians; but rarher to grant one 
ingle Man to ſo: many illuſtrious Citizens of the 
ime Name and Blood who begg'd him, than to re- 
fuſe almoſt the whole Senate, for the ſole ſake of 
Virginius. He ſaid, that the People having for- 
tunarely recovered their Liberty 3 Cou- 
rage, there wanted nothing now to the Happineſs 
of the Republic, but an Union among the ſeveral 
Orders of the State, which wou d be beſt reſtored 
by Clemency, and by forgiving Appius for the 
kes of thole who begg d his Pardon.
